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REPORT OF THE SCHOOL BOARD. 


Hprits N. ish apibatert 15, 1917. 

The School Board herewith een the “reports. of 
school affairs for the year ending February 15, 1917. 

There has been gratifying improvement in all lines of 
school work. We are glad to report that the standard of 
our high school has been raised to such a degree as to gain 
the approval of the state department. 

Several substantial gifts have been presented to the dis- 
trict this year. A legacy of $25,000.00 was bequeathed to 
the high school fund by Hon. Franklin Worcester, who 
gave many years of his life to the supervision of school 
affairs and who always had the welfare and success of the 
Hollis high school at heart. The high school has been 
presented with a large portrait of Franklin Worcester, 
which has been placed in the high school room. We hope 
its presence there will be an incentive to worthy endeavor 
and high ideals by the members of the school in the future. 
The school board received the bequest of $500 with ac- 
crued interest from the estate of Lucy Elizabeth Worcester, 
and the sum was placed in the hands of the trustees for 
investment; $500 has been received by the trustees from 
Sarah Alice Worcester’s estate and this has been added to 
the Farley-Worcester fund. A plot of ground was deeded 
by Proctor Bro’s. of Nashua for the Pine Hill school and 
another leased without charge for the same purpose by 
Horace Rideout. These with the lot leased several years 
ago by Joseph Horton, comprise a good site and playground. 

The building committee, composed of John W. Howe, 
W. W. Wilson, Lewis Rideout, Chas. J. Bell, Geo. F. Hills 
and Bertha M. Hayden, have erected a new schoolhouse at 
Pine Hill. Two plans were considered and the following 
bids received:

Because of the number of scholars it was voted to build 
by the larger plan and include without extra cost a recita- 
tion room—a decision which has already proven best. By 
authority given at the annual district meeting in March, 
1916, the school board hired $1,500.00 of the high school 
fund and gave three notes of the district, $500 to be paid 
each year for three succeeding years. 

Among the property turned over to the present board 
were a warrantee deed of land in district No. 11 and a 
lease of schoolhouse lot at North End, which had not 
been recorded. These have been placed on record at the 
county registry. ) 

It is customary for the. teachers to send pupils to the 
library for reference books and supplementary reading. 
Attention is called to the, lack of needed interesting and 
instructive books. The school board earnestly recom- 
mends that this deficiency be corrected by the library man- 
agement during the coming year, and will furnish a list 
of books desired. A collection of supplementary reading 
is already on hand for use at Pine Hill. 

The transportation question is becoming serious. This 
year the amount spent for this item alone totals nearly one 
thousand. dollars. Of first. importance is the benefit the 
child. derives from his school work, and the value gained 
from punctuality and regularity in attendance can not: be 
over estimated. -If parents having.children to send a long 
distance will make an effort to codperate with the board 
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a big step will be made in solving this difficult problem. 
Possibly an arrangement could be made for the children 
to provide their own transportation in good weather for 
a portion of the distarice. 

By starting early in September the schools have been in 
session thirty-seven weeks since February 15, 1916, so 
that in this fiscal year we have paid the expenses of one 
week more than usual. The school year from September 
ie oto |uly: 1; 1917, wall contain thirty-six weeks of 
' schooling, the: usual number. 

When the high school was founded the town was divided 
into several districts, which necessitated a set of officers 
for each district. Under the law making the whole town 
one district these were all united, with one set of officers, 
with the exception of the high school district. Under 
the present conditions it seems as if the two districts 
might be joined and the custom of calling a meeting of 
the high school district and electing a prudential com- 
mittee and other officers might be discontinued. 

We recommend raising $300 for school supplies.

Pee ie Or SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the School Board of Hollis: 

I herewith submit the annual report of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools. | 
_ There are at present in all the Hollis schools seven 
teachers and one hundred forty-five pupils. Fourteen 
pupils have left our schools since last September. There 
have been two changes during the present year in the teach- 
ing staff. Agnes Liston at the North school resigned 
November 24, 1916. Her place has been filled by Edna 
Vernon of Milford. Mary R. Spead left the Pine Hill 
school December 11, 1916. On December 18 the school was 
reopened with Mary Gilhooly, a recent graduate of Fitch- 
burg Normal School as teacher. 
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HIGH SCHOO 


One of the most encouraging facts is the re-approval of 
our high school, granted by the state department of public 
instruction, after an inspection in January. Head Master 
Merrill and his assistant, Miss Ball, are capable and en- 
thusiastic in their work. Being earnest themselves they 
have aroused in their pupils a spirit of earnest endeavor 
which augurs well for the school. There is a very whole- 
some spirit among the pupils, which is shown in their work 
and conduct. 

A new system has been introduced of keeping the per- 
manent records of high school pupils, including their ranks 
in the various studies as well as the necessary facts about 
their age, preparation, and class standing. There is a leaf 
for each pupil and after pupils graduate, or leave school, 
their records can be permanently bound and kept for refer- 
ence. It is very important that such records be accurately 
made and carefully preserved. 

The program of the high school, containing two cur- 
ricula*, remains the same as last year. Of the twenty 
different courses provided by the program six have to be 
alternated each year owing to our.limited teaching force. 
The schedule of courses given this year and those to be given 
next year is printed in this report. Those which appear in 
both columns are given every year; the two unlike courses 
on the same horizontal line alternate. For example, English 
History is taught this year, but will be replaced next year 
by comemrcial arithmetic. This does not mean that a pupil 
will have to take both these courses. A pupil must take the 
courses in the curriculum which he elects.

- Pupils are not to change from one curriculum to the 
other except for a justifiable reason. At present ten pupils 
are pursuing the classical curriculum and fifteen the general. 
It is interesting to note that a relatively large number of 
our high school students continue their education in higher 
institutions. There were seven graduates in the class of 
1916. One is in Dartmouth College, one in Wheaton Col- 
lege, one in Keene Normal School, and one expects to enter 
our State College at Durham next year. 


ELEMENTARY, SCHOOGIES: 


One of the outstanding facts relative to the elementary 
schools is the new up-to-date schoolhouse recently erected 
at Pine Hill. This is built according to the best plans of 
modern schoolhouse construction.. The light is abundant 
and all from the left except for a row of small windows 
on the upper part of the right-hand wall, which are really 
more for ventilation than for light. This is exactly as it 
should be. The blackboards are of slate and sufficient in 
quantity. The heating is well taken care of by a furnace 
in the basement, thus insuring an even temperature in all 
parts of the room. The building committee have very 
wisely provided a recitation room, which can be used in 
case the school becomes so large as to necessitate an addi- 


ee oo 
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tional teacher, as was the case last fall. The toilets are 
of an approved type and are accessible without going out 
doors. It is to be regretted that the appropriation was not 
sufficient to provide new seats and desks. The old ones 
look rather out of place in such a fine new building; more- 
over they are of the old non-adjustable type. It is ex- 
tremely important that seats and desks be adjustable. We 
cannot alter the pupils to fit the desks but we can provide 
seats and desks that can be adjusted to fit the pupils and 
we should do so. At Pine Hill seven children could not 
rest their feet on the floor as they sat in their seats. 
There were no seats small enough to fit them so they had 
to dangle their feet in the air until foot stools could be 
made for them. I recommend that new movable and ad- 
justable seats be provided as soon as possible. The kind 
I have in mind is a chair that may be raised or lowered to 
suit tall or short pupils. It has a drawer under the seat 
for books, pencils, etc., and an adjustable writing board at- 
tached to the side of the chair and extending in front of 
the pupil in the same position as an ordinary desk top. 
Thus the desk and chair are combined in one piece of 
furniture. These are not attached to the floor and can be 
moved to meet any requirement. At recesses the chairs 
can be placed against the walls and the entire floor space 
is available for games. The teacher can arrange the class 
seated in the chairs in a semi-circle. If the schoolhouse 
is ever used for social gatherings the chairs can be placed 
as desired or removed entirely. 

One of our urgent needs is a larger supply of supple- 
mentary readers. I mean by this not merely the elemen-_ 
tary books designed for beginners but those books of stories, 
fables, and myths so dear to the heart of the child, and also 
books of history, travel, biography, adventure, nature, 
geography, industry, science and literature. In the 
primary grades we teach the child how to interpret the 
printed or written language. This process requires a large 
amount of material for instruction and practice. In each 
of the first three grades ten to twenty books a year should 
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be read in class and as many more read silently outside of 
class (not necessarily outside of school). There should be 
from ten to twenty sets of class books for each grade. For 
silent reading only one book of a kind need be provided. 
About twenty-five different books at least should be avail- 
able for each grade. As we already have a start on this 
matter the prablem is not one involving a very large expense. 

After the child has learned how to read we aim to ac- 
quaint him with the best in the world’s literature within his 
comprehension and develop in him an appreciation of good 
books and the habit of reading them. This process, like 
the first one, requires a large amount of material. But this 
problem is not a hopeless one because there is less need 
of sets of books in the upper grades than there is of a large 
number of single copies of various kinds of books. There 
should be plenty of reference books to supplement the work 
in history, geography, civics, hygiene, etc. Readers for 
class use may be transferred from school to school. The 
North school and the intermediate room at the village al- 
ready have a good start on a school library. It is not 
necessary to buy at one time all the books needed. It is 
well to add some each year. Fifteen dollars a room would 
buy at least two sets of readers for each room and several 
reference books. | 

There should be an appropriation for additional physics 
equipment for next year; this will amount to about $30, 
but increased prices may necessitate a larger sum. 

Last year’s school board commented on the low attendance 
in the high school. The per cent of attendance for the first 
term this school year was 96.4 This is good but might be 
better. 

The school board at a recent meeting decided to intro- 
duce in the seventh and eighth grades cooking and sewing 
for the girls and agriculture for the boys. This, in my 
opinion, is just the thing that ought to be done and the 
board is to be commended for taking such a progressive 
step. It is expected that definite, purposeful courses in 
these subjects will be introduced in the high school next 
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year. I recommend that the “general” curriculum be 
dropped and that courses be given in domestic arts and 
agriculture, which will be approved by the state department. 
That the domestic arts subjects will be helpful to the girls 
needs no proof. Not only will they receive training in 
cooking and making clothing, but they will also be instructed 
in the use and care of all household appliances; in matters 
pertaining to sanitation and hygiene; in the care of the sick; 
and in the economical management of a home as well as 
in the design and decoration of a house. 

As for agricultural subjects, a town as rich as Hollis in 
splendid farming land can readily see the fitness of educat- 
ing our boys to stay on our farms and manage them 
scientifically and profitably. Boys who take a high school 
course in agriculture will be admitted to the State College 
at Durham if they wish to pursue their studies further. 
Instead of training boys away from rural life now much 
better it would be to train them to become prosperous and 
useful citizens of Hollis. 

The work in these new subjects this year will be, of 
course, of an introductory nature. It is planned to have 
one lesson a week, which is usual in grade classes. The 
schedule of recitations has already been arranged for this. 
Miss Hebert will teach the cooking and sewing. It is hoped 
that a local man, who is an authority on agricultural sub- 
jects, can be secured to handle the work. The equipment 
needed for these courses is not large. It consists of a 
stove, cooking utensils, table, cabinets for storing dishes, 
food, etc., and raw material. The room which is at present 
used as a girls’ lunch room is admirably suited for this 
purpose and such use will not interfere with the continued 
use of it as a lunch room. 

It should be understood, however, that putting these sub- 
jects in the high school will necessitate an additional teacher, 
for if the usual program is followed, there will be ultimately 
twenty-eight different courses in the whole school program. 
By alternating, as is done at present, seven of these courses 
can be omitted each year. 
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I wish to express my appreciation of the cordial recep- 
tion accorded me upon entering a new district and of the 
hearty cooperation of the school board and teachers in my 
work.

REPORT..OF -R. EE. MERRILL HEADS ee 
HOLLIS HIGH SGHOGie 


February 10, 1917. 
To the School Board: 

An attempt is being made to increase the efficiency of the 
Hollis High School, and some of the results obtained are 
very gratifying to those who have had this responsibility 
in charge. The school offers not only a “Classical Course,” 
college preparatory, but also an “English Course,” which 
provides practical and useful training and instruction, em- 
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bodying the essential principles upon which success, in the 
ordinary walks of life, must of necessity depend. 

As evidence of the former, we need only survey briefly 
the college careers of those who have gone out from the 
Hollis high school, with a fixed determination and definite 
purpose, to higher institutions. Again, as further evidence 
that our boys and girls have, in the past, and are, at present, 
sustaining themselves in work of university grade is shown 
by the fact that on April 27, 1916, notice was received from 
the New England.College Entrance board that the Hollis 
high school had been placed upon their approved list of 
high schools, and would be entitled to the certificate 
privilege. 3 

As for the social activities of the school during the past 
year we may mention that the annual high school party was 
given on March 24, 1916, which together with two class 
plays and a hallowe’en party, and the reception to the 
seniors on June 8, 1916, constitute the social events. 

Athletics have been somewhat handicapped this year, but 
the problems in the way of its progress are in the process 
of solution, and it is expected that the present obstacles may 
’ be overcome to the complete satisfaction of all concerned. 

The most needed apparatus at the present time is an 
outfit for generating gas, to be used in place of our unsatis- 
factory and, at present, very expensive alcohol lamps. 

In view of the fact that electricity is already in the high 
school building, it is to be desired that provision be made 
to have the current for use in our laboratory, as many in- 
teresting and instructive experiments can be introduced at 
a comparatively small expense. 

Several beneficial changes have been made in the struc- 
tural arrangement of doors and book closets, and these, with 
the installation of electric lights, would fulfil satisfactorily 
our present needs and increase greatly the efficiency of our 
working organization. , 

The matter of a reference library always comes in for its 
share of careful consideration and it is here that we shall 
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do well to make some substantial additions in the. near 
future. 

In closing let me say that my experience as head master 
of Hollis high school has been most satisfactory, since I 
have enjoyed the sincere and conscientious cooperation of 
not only my assistants, Miss Proctor and Miss Ball, both 
of whom came to us with scholastic qualities unquestioned, 
but also the undivided support and cooperation of the 
student body.
